Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly: 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, | 


Having completed your organization, you are now to enter upon 
«the responsible duties of legislalation. In submitting my Message as 
the Executive of Utah Territory, I shall venture to hope this will be a 
haimonious session, and that our joint labors will result in the accom- 
plishment of good, and will promote the welfare of the Territory en- 
trusted to our care. 
Many of you have practical experience in conducting public affairs, 
| which [will enable you to proceed at once intelligently with the work 
before you. The length of the session being limited by the “Organic 
Act,” makes immediate action imperative; and though yeur labors 
may be onerous, they will be appreciated and profitable, if directed toward 
measures calculated to give better government to the people. 

In presenting the condition of our Territorial affairs and in making 
such suggestions relative to legislation as the interests of the people at 
the present time seem to require, I feel it to be a source of satisfaction and 
encouragement that the Territory has yielded to the husbandman the 
past season something more than her usual amount of agricultural pro- 

uc 


ts, and the yield of the mines has exceeded the expectations of their 
most interested friends. 


- 


MINING, 


Milling and Smelting are now important branches of the Territory’s 
industries, and it is encouraging to know, though mining is still in it’s 
infancy in Utah, the value of the various ores mined the past year 
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amounts to seven million dollars in coin. If doubt ever existed respect- 
ing the great mineral wealth of the Territory, it has disappeared, cer- 
tainly in the minds of those who have given the subject consideration 
and careful examination. Investments in these properties are already 
large, and should receive the protecting care of the Legislature, to make 
them profitable and secure. The discovery of vast quantities of coal in 
San Pete county, from which coke is already being manufactured, re- 
garded by experts equal in every respect to the Connelleville coke, sup- 
plies a want Which has been seriously felt, and renders valuable a class 
of ores, hitherto regarded as worthless. The whole product of the mines 
is exported, and brings in return actual wealth to the Territory, and 
there is no class of its people who do not receive some portion of the 
benefits derived. 
GEOLOGICAL SURVEY, 


To foster and encourage these enterprises, I advise a geological survey 
of the Territory, by which we may be able to obtain definite and reliable 
information, concerning the character and extent of our resources, I 
would also suggest the establishment of a geological and mineralogical 
museum, where samples of valuable mineral ores, metals, and geological 
specimens may be preserved and made accessible, under proper regula- 
tions, to all persons, Such an institution would afford valuable informa- 
tion to the public generally, and attract the attention of capitalists to 
the mineral wealth of the Territory. ros 


THE OENTENNIAL. 


This is the Centennial year of our Ameriean Independence. Exten- 
Sive preparations aie being made at Philadelphia to celebrate the occa- 
sion with becoming ceremonies,andwith such a display of American 
products as will do honor to us as a nation, In this national affair all the 
States and Territories have been invited to participate, and to contribute 
whatever may be to their advantage, or will add to the interest of the 
exhibition. In this matter no action has been taken in the Territory, 
further than to appointa commission, who find themselves unable to 
accomplish the work assigned them without the assistanceof the Leg- 
islature. These gentlemen represent the different interests of Utah, and 
are men of acknowledged character and ability, who I am satisfied 
will discharge their duties faithfully and do honor to you. This coms 
mission is already at work, and in need of immediate assistance. Delay 
will greatly embarrass their proceedings, if not altogether defeat the 
enterprise. The occasion is one which should awaken our patriotism, 
and Kindle within us a territorial pride to exhibit such anarray of our 
products and industries as will give the millions who assemble at the 
great Exposition some correct idea of the resources of Utah. T earnestly 
recommend an appropriation be made by you at an early day in the 
pees sufficient to defray all necessary expenses incident to the un- 

ertaking.

EDUCATION. 


Iam notaware that I can present the necessity of establishing a ays- 
tem of Common Scheols in Utah more earnestly than my predecessors, 
who have forcibly and eloquently advised it. The great importance of 
such a system, and: the injustice inflicted upon the children in being de- 
prived of freeschools, must Se apparent to all, 

I am informed that a us number of young men and women, born 
and reared in this Territory, have entered and areabout to enter upon the 
duties of life, and the grave responsibilities of parents and citizens, who 
are destitute of the simplest rudiments of an education; and that a large 
number of children now growing up, are also destined to the same fate, 
unless the Legislature interposes in their behalf, and accords to them, 


A 
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to a reasonable extent, Free Schools, It is a serious thing to allow 
our children to go forth into the world, unlettered, to cope, in the strug- 
gle of life, with the youth from localities favored with al the opportu- 
nities of acquiring an exceilent education. ‘During the early days of the 
Territory, circumstances probably existed, affording some excuse for this 
neglect, but they certainly exist no longer. 

The Legislature, in former years, has done something toward estab- 
lishing a school system, which has been of advantage to many youths 
of the Territory, and is to be commended for all the good achieved; buat 
the system is too limited, and the money appropriated inadequate to 
the public necessities. The Legislature left 16 discretionary, with the 
different counties, to say whether they would have schools or not, and, as 
was to be expected, those counties needing schools most took the least 
interest in them, and one half of the children in Utah have been de- 
prived of any benefits of the Jaw. 

So essential are education and intelligence to the establishment of 
correct habita, good society, republican institutions, and free government, 
itis hoped the timeis not remote when Congress will see to it that 
some uniform system of free schools is established in all the States and 
Territories, and make regular attendance of children fora sufficient por- 
tion of each year, to ensure a respectable edueation, obligatory on the 
part of parents and guardians. This I believe would be wisdom on the 
part of our government, as a safeguard to its perpetuity, and as aguaran- 
tee of those acquirements so necessary to every child, of whatever par- 
entage, to make him a useful citizen. 

Imbued with the importance of some general system of free schools, 
adequate to thirty-six thousand children, now estimated to live in Utah, 
of the proper age to attend school, 1 respectfully recommend that you 
seriously consider the subject, and adopt such legislation as shall in your 
judgment best accomplish the end, so much desired for the common 
welfare of the Territory, 


HIGHWAYS. 


Our public roads are in a condition requiring your attention, and 
probably more specific legislation. A large amount of money is expended 
annually upon the highways, and still the Teritory has little to show 
for the expenditure. They are insufferable in summer from dust, 
and impassable during a considerable portion of the winter. The 
soil of the valleys is such, serious difficulties attend the labor of keep- 
ing them up, under the present system of construction and man- 
agement. Railroads, where they exist, will transport the great bulk 
of freight, still there will always be a large amount of local freight 
and local travel to pass over the highways. 

I deem it a matter of sufficient importance to the Territory, for 
you to consider carefully the propriety of such measures, as will 
provide a fixed sum of money, to be expended each year, sufficient 
to macadamize, in a substantial and proper manner, a certain number 
of miles of the principal trunk roads, which if done, for a short 
period of time, will give to Utah highways which shall be monu- 
ments of industry and wisdom. Whether this should be a territorial 
Ke or left to the respective counties to accomplish, is for yeu to 

ecide. 

It may be well to place the general management of the work under 
the charge of a territorial commission, and require a portion of the 
expense to be paid from the territorial treasury, while the details 
ve se undertaking be left to the counties, within which the work is to 

e done. 

This may appear a great undertaking, and unwarranted by the 
present condition of our public affairs, yet I am confident, if this sub- 
ject is properly studied and rightly understood, a plan can be devised 
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whereby a new system of road building can be inaugurated, which ina 
few years, say five, will give the people of Utah substantial roads, 
that will be available the year round, easily and cheaply repaired, 
the cost of which will be but a trifle more than the money appropriated 
for roads during an equal number of years just passed. ublic moneys 
are never expended to better advantage, and never more to the 
satisfaction of the people, than for common schools and public roads. 
Good public schools and good public roads are the glory and pride of 
every country possessing them, and, when once enjoyed, are never dis- 
pensed with willingly. I regard this as an important measure, and 
shall be pleased to meet the committee having these matters in 
charge, and give my views more fully on this subject if they shall so 
esire, : 
ELECTIONS, 


. The following is the law governing elections,a portion of which 
I desire to call to your attention, and ask that it may be revised and 
its objectionable features omitted: 

Section 5, of an actentitled ‘An Act regulating elections,” approv- 
ed January 8d, 1858, provides that “each elector shall provide him- 
self with a vote containing the names of the persons he wishes elected, 
and the offices he would bave them to fill, and present it neatly 
folded to the Judge of the Election, who shall number and deposit it in 
the ballot box; the clerk shall then write the. name of the elector, and 
opposite it the number of his vote.” s 

The registration of votes is not objectionable, but the marking of 
each vote so as to show for whom each person voted is objectionable 
and offensive, and thesubject of much unfriendly criticism within 
and without the Territory, and should be repealed. This law is regarded 
as inimical to republican government, and 1n the interest of the Church, 
so potent in Utah, and leaves its members no choice butto vote the 


ticket prepared for them. I recommend the law be so amended as to 


secure a secret ballot. Persons wishing to make known for whom they 
vote, have under all circumstances an opportunity of doing so; other 
parties wishing to vote secretly should have tbat privilege. I further 
suggest that some time be fixed by law, within which votes shall be can- 
vassed, and certificates of election issued, also the propriety of allow- 
ing any candidate voted for, or his chosen representative, the privilege 
of being present at the counting of the vote taken. i 


STATUTE OF FRAUDS. 


There is an entire absence of a Statute of Frauds in this Territory. 
It is believed that in every State and every Territory of the Union, 
except Utah, such a statute exists. All these statutes are based, in all 
their essential features, upon the celebrated English Statute of Frauds, 
passed in the year 1677. The experience of that country, as well as that 
of our ewn, has shown the wisdom of that act. It would be safer, and I 
advise the adoption of a Statute of Frauds from some other State in the 
Union, which has received judicial interpretation, rather than attempt a 
new and untried law. 


RE-ORGANIZATION OF JUDICIAL DISTRICTS, 


By the “Organic Act,” our Territory is divided into three judicial 
districts; but it is left to the Legislature to say how these divisions shall 
be made, and made the duty of the governor to assign the judges, and 
appoint the times and places of holding court therein. As the Territory 
is now divided, four-fifths of all the legal business centers in the Third 
Judicial Distrlet, and imposes upon one judge the labor intended for 
three; which he finds himself unable to dispose of with that dispatch 
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which under other circumstances litigants would have the right to ex- 

et. Thisisa hardship upon the judge of the Third District, who is 
greatly overworked, and also upon parties who are awaiting the trial of 
their causes. The present arrangement of districts seems to have been 
made with a view to an equal amount of territory in each, rather 
than with reference to population and business, whieh together, I 
suggest, should be the basis of your action in re-districting the Terri- 
tory. 

ki SALARIES. 

My eene, in his message to the Legislature of eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-four,called attention to the fact that our laws make no 
provision for compensating territorial officers. I find no action has been 
taken on the subject; that these officers are still at the mercy of the Leg- 
islature, to remunerate them for services rendered. This is unjust to our 
public servants, and there sbould be some provision of Jaw fixing the 
salary of each, and authorizing them to draw from the Treasury the 
amount due for services perfermed, as often as every three months. 


DEPOSITORY FOR FINES. 


There are now in the possession of the United States Marshal seve- 
ral hundred dollars, derived from fines imposed in the District and 
Supreme Courts, which he heldssubject to the order of the Court or 
the action of the Legislature. The law should provide some deposi- 
tory for these moneys. Section 28, of Chapter 30, requires fines to be 
“paid into the County Treasury;” but wien the Court 1s held for several 
counties, as 1 now the case, what County Treasury is to be selected? 

The Legislature enacting these sections evidently did not take into 
consideration the District and Supreme Courts. The law should be 
modified by you so as to remedy this defect? E 


DIVORCE. 


By an act of Congress, our Probate Courts have jurisdiction over 
suits for divorce, but Congress intended, no dobt, such jurisdiction 
should be exercised with caution and carefully guarded by territorial 
statutes. The law is defective and should be modified. Section 2, of 
Chapter 30, Laws of Utah, allows divorce to parties not residing in the 
Territory, by showing. to the satisfaction of the court, the complainant 
wishes to become a resident. To prevent an abuse of the law, 1 recom- 
mend the statues be so amended as to require of the complainant, in any 
case for divorce, an actual bona fide residence of one year, prior to com- 
mencement of guit, ın the county or district in which legal proceedings 
are instituted. ES 

INSANE ASYLUM. 


We need a Territorial Asylum for the Insane, which will afford this 
class of unfortunate people proper treatment, at the public expense, un- 
less they are possessed of sufficient means to defray the necessary charges 
attending their eare. Such an institution is indispensable in every State 
and Terntory, and should be under the control of a skillful physician, 
who has had experience in treating this class of patients. Humanity and 
wise government, alike, seem to require of us such a provision, and 1 
suggest some action be taken by you, looking to the establishment of 
such an institution, even if it be on a limited scale, though adequate to 
the present wants of our people. 


INCEST. 


The law is silent on the subject of incest. This is probably an omis- 
sion on the part of former legislatures. I call your attention to this fact, 
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and ask you to define by statute what shall constitute incest, make ita’ 
crime, and attach to it severe penalties. The law should declare what 
constitutes a consanguineous marriage, and should make such marriages 
void in law, and subject the parties thereto to punishment. d 


FINANCES, 


The financial condition of the Territory is shown by the reports of 
the Auditor and Treasurer; the copies of which I herewith transmit for 
your information. 

MARRIAGE, 


There is no one authorized, by the laws of Utah, to perform the mar- 
riage ceremony, neither has there been any legislation on the subject. I 
am not aware of any other people, civilized or Christianized, similarly 
situated. This is a matter of great importance, and worthy of your con- 
sideration. We should have a law that designates what officers may pro- 
nounce the ceremony, and a law that shall throw around marriage all the 
safeguards necessary to establish and perpetuate the fact of its legality, 
by means of certificates, publications, and records, usual elsewhere. This 
involves the welfare of the present generation, and those who are to fol- 
low. Posterity should have the means of knowing they are the legiti- 
mate offspring of their ancestors. On this depends the right of inheri- 
tance, and other legacies as highly prized. This isa subject too sacred to 
be overlooked, and too important to bé ‘neglected; otherwise we may 
bring reproach upon ourselves, and possibly disgrace upon those who are 
to come after us. 

IRRIGATION. 


Some of our City Charters contain provisions respecting irrigation, 
and there are statutes authorizing and providing for the organization of 
irrigating districts or companies, but all such enactments are local in their 
application. There are no general statutes controlling in the matter, and 
such laws as exist are meagre and indefinite. The matter, in a great 
measure, is left to be governed by the Common Lay, the enforcement of 
the strict rules of which would, in many instances, work hardship and 
injustice, as the Commom Law did not have its origin or growth in a 
country requiring irrigation. If some definite legislation is not had, this 
will be a fruitful source of litigation between individuals whose interests 
conflict. In some localities contentions are already arising ; and as popu- 
lation increases,and the breadth of land sought to be brought into cultiva- 
tion and manufactories extend, water becomes of more value, and is con- 
tended for more strenuously. It is wise to avoid such evil results by 
timely legislation. Whatever laws will be enacted on this subject, they 
will not affect lands of the General Government, except by the consent 
of that Government: yet, if enactments be fairsand just in their terms, 
no doubt they will meet with the hearty and express approval of Con- 
gress. 
DESCENTS AND DISTRIBUTIONS, 


An act in relation to the estates of decedents, approved March 8rd, 
1852, in 32 brief sections, attempts, but fails, to settle the very important 
and intricate righte of creditors of decedents, the form, effect, and man- 
ner of desposing of property by will, the rights, interests, and inheritance 
of the children of the deceased, the guardianship of minor heirs, the 
homestead and other property exempt from liability for the debts of the 
deceased, and the entire probate praetice, by which the estates of intestate 
decedents are disposed of and distributed. Section twenty-five enacis, 
That illegitimate children and their mothers inherit in like manner from 
the father, whether acknowledged by him or not, provided that it shall 
be made to appear, to the satisfaction of the Court, that he was the father 
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of such illigetimate child or children.” Such a provision is simply a 
premium offered to fraud and perjury, and a great injustice to legitimate 
and recognized children of a deceased, Some writing or acknowledgment 
'of equal certainty, by the putative father, should, in all such cases, be re- 
quired, Section 17 offers to executors and administrators every induce- 
ment to perpetrate frauds, and sacrifice the property of the-deceased for 
their own benefit. Nosuch power should be given to parties intrusted 
with the property of others, least of all the estates of the dead. In every 
civilized state, the descent and distribution of the property of persons 
dying without will, has been the subject of the most careful legislation, 
and I suggest a most thorough revision of our laws in this respect. 


ORIMES AND PUNISHMENTS, 


The punishment attached to many offences is unmistakably severe, 
and often fails to accomplish the purpose intended by legislative enact- 
ments. The experience of all civilized nations proves that the certainty 
rather than the severity of punishments deters from the commission of 
crime. If the penalty attached to an act 1s greater than what the sense 
of justice and humanity sanctions, juries will evade the law upon any 
pretense, and often contrary to Jaw and evidence acquit the accused. At 
the commencement of this century, more than one hundred offences, 
ranging from lareeny to treason, were punished by death in England. In 
that country now but a few crimes, and those of the worst character, are 
punishable with the death penalty; and yet crimes are far less numer- 
ous in proportion to population than a century ago. Such is the lesson 
history teaches, and the legislatures of many of the States have profited 
by it, and modified with humanity and judgment the severity of their 
criminal codes. Another objection to our criminal statute is, it omits to 
define or provide punishment for a large class of actions, which, in other 
communities, are regarded as crimes and punished as such. In this cata- 
logue are included offenses against public justice, against the public 
health and safety, against the revenue and property of the Territory, and 
crime committed through the various instrumentalities of fraud. Our 
laws are either very meagre in their provisions, or wholly reticent, upon 
these important subjects of criminal jurisprudence. As there are no com- 
mon law offenses in this Territory, it is of the utmost importance that the 
Legislature should define and punish, by a well digested code, the mani- 
fold offences which unfortunately afflict all communities. 1 

The existing code was adopted in 1852. Utah was then sparsely set- 
tled, and the people devoted principally to agricultural pursuits. Since 
that time mining, manufacturing, and commerce have been introduced, 
population has increased tenfold, cities have sprung into existence, and 
increased facilities for intercourse with the world at large have changed 
materially the social condition of eur population. A code which may 
have been amply sufficient for the requirements of society, as it existed 
twenty years ago, may and must be wholly inadequate to the exigencies 
of the present. The act regulating the mode of procedure 1n criminal 
cases, approved January 21, 1853, is wholly deficient. The indictment, 
the arraignment of the defendant, the character of the pleadings, the 
conduct of the trial, the competency of evidence, and the proceedings 
subsequent to judgment, are not stated with clearness or certainty, but 
are left to be defined and governed by precedents und reported cases, de- 
cided in England and elsewhere. There is scarcely a point of practice 
that arises in a criminal proceeding, but is involved in doubt and uncer- 
tainty. The consequence 1s that the discretion of the Judge becomes the 
law of each case, and with successive judges to preside ever our courts, 
and administer the laws, the practice changes, different rules of procedure 
are adopted, and a variable standard of justice prevails. The adoption of 
a “Penal Code," defining, in its provisione, what crimes shall be punished, 
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and the mode ef procedure, will meet the objections enumerated, and 
remedy the evils. 

The Penal Code of California embodies the experience of that State, 
ia matters of criminal jurisprudence, ənd that of the most intelligent 
legislatures in the American Union. For these reasons, I recommend 
the adoption of the Penal Code of that State, so modified as to meet 
the requirements of this Territory. 

POLYGAMY. 

A peculiar characteristic of the social condition of the Territory, and 
one that is affecting the interests of the people, is polygamy. In meet- 
ing this question openly and fairly, I can but regard it a crime, prohibited 
by the Jaws of our country, and that it does violence to the accepted 
principles of Christignity. The country at large recognizes it as a blot 
upon our civilization. Our national Congress has enacted laws for its 
pore ment and to prevent its continuance. To the present this law 

as not been practically enforced, and I am led to believe that polygamy 
or plural marriages are of as frequent occurrence, as at any time in the 
history of the Territory. However this may be, I have not the means of 
knowing, as these marriage ceremonies are performed by the Church, and 
are only known to its members. I am sensible how delicate my duty 
becomes, under existing circumstances, when the gentlemen whom I 
have the honor of addressing, with a single exception, believe in and 
many practice it, from a sense of professed religious right. It appears to 
me, and must be apparent to all, that the Jaw should be expunged from, 
the statutes, or made operative. It will ke gratifying, if this body shall 
enact such legislation, as will prevent its extension, and will adopt such 
measures as look to a fair and impartial settlement of this subject, as it 
affects the past. 

We should remember, gentlemen, that Utah is not a secluded portion 
of the United States, that this Territory was acquired from a foreign 
power, like other parts of the country, with money and by the valor of 
American arms, that the distance and the deserts have been annihilated 
by the construction and operation of the Pacific Railways, that to-day, 
Weare as much an integral part of this great Republic as any other section 
and that we are bound, as good citizens, to obey the laws of our common 
country, whether they are in accordance with our views of justice or not, 
otherwise we ignore the constituted authority, and place ourselves be- 
yond the pale and protection of government. 


CONCLUSION, 


GENTLEMEN.—The different measures to which I have alluded, and 
for which I have asked legislation, are such as our present necessities 
seem todemand. Though my recommendations may appear numerous, 
still you will bearin mind, but four or them—the Centennial, Common 
Schools, Geological Survey and Museum, and an Asylum for the Insane 
~—call for an appropriation of mosey. 

Other matters, brought to your attention, are such as relate to a modi- 
fication and extension of our Territorial laws, to make them more effect- 
ive, and more in conformity to present wants, which time and the pro- 
gress of events have produced. If my suggestions meet with your 
approval, to an extent that warrants you in carrying them out, I have 
confidence to believe they will tend very materially te settle the uncer- 
tain condition of our laws and give greater prosperity to the people in 
whose interest you have met to legislate. 

Bearing in mind that these sessions are biennial, and limited toa 
brief period, let us endeavor to make the best possible use of the time, 
that when the labors of this session are ended, we may have the con- 
selousness of having done our whole duty, and nothing bat our duty, to 
all who may have any interest ia the legislative proceedings of Utah.

TRIBUTE or RESPECT TO THE MEMORY OF 


Hon. Geo. ALBERT SMITH. 


Mr. President, and Gentlemen of the Council: 


We have learned, with deep regret, of the death of George 
Tegislative Council, which 

sad event occurred on the first of September, 1875. 
In the death of President Smith we, and the whole poop 
of Utah, have sustained an almost irreparable loss and his 
memory will ever be held in high and reverential esteem by 


' those who had opportunity to become acquainted with his 


irreproachable life and character. ` 

Without attempting to give a connected sketch of the un- 
usually active life of this distinguished citizen, a few incidents 
may, with profit, be placed on record. We find him at an 


' early age devoting all his time and energies to the advance- 


ment of those principles of truth, justice and right, which formed 


in after life so marked a characteristic of his public career, 
_ and which will ever shed so bright a halo about his name.

He was ever particularly interested in the subject of edu- 
cation, wherein he exhibited a strikingly practical and 
admirable trait of his character, as an syidente of which, in 
1846, when our people were driven from their homes and were 
journeying towards the setting sun, it was his almost constant 
endeavor to organize for the young, a system of common school 
education, in which he succeeded admirably, and nighily 
around the camp fires of the weary exiles, was heard his 
cheering voice calling the children to come with their 
books, and recite what they had learned during their day’s 
journey. 

His name is recorded on the pages of history, as one of 


; that noble and heroic band of pioneers, who, in 1847, marked 
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the way across à thousand miles of trackless and tnexplored 
country, seeking in the wild of what was then known as the 
Great American Desert, a place of rest—a homé fora loyal, 
though exiled people. He was among the first to arrive in this 
Valley, then a wilderness, inhabited only by the savage Indian 
and his not less wild companion, the howling wolf. Beneath 


the Stars and Stripes, with the love of country as warm in his . 


heart as when within the confines of Christian civilization, he 


was among the first to solicit the General Government to ` 


extend its dominion and authority over this region, at that 
time the soil of Mexico. Subsequently. under the Provisional 
Government of the State of Deseret, he ably represented in the 
Legislature the citizens of Iron County, which County he had 
pioneered and founded. Upon the change, by the Congress of 
the United States, of the State of Deseret into a territorial gov- 
ernment, he served the same constituency in 1851 in the 


l 


Council of the first special Legislative Assembly, and continued | 


his Jabors in the same capacity. during the second, third, 
fourth and fifth annual sessions, and as early as 1852 he aided 
in memoralizing Congress, asking that honorable body to take 
immediate steps, for the construction of the great trans- 
continental railroads, by which the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceaus have since been united. The memorial clearly set 
forth, that the project was not only feasible, but, that its 
early accomplishment would become a necessity to the Gov- 
ernment. 

In 1856 he was elected by a Territorial Convention one of 
the delegates, to present to Congress a constitution and. 
memorial, praying for the admission of Utah into the Union. 


During the ninth, tenth, eleventh and twelfth sessions of 
the Territorial Legislature, he served as the Councilor for 
Iron, Beaver and Piute Counties, and in the fourteenth, 
fifteenth, sixteenth, seventeenth, eighteenth and nineteenth 
sessions, he was unanimously elected President of the 
Council. In 1872-3 he, accompanied by our Honorable 
President, Lorenzo Snow, and others, visited, on a tour 
of observation, all the prominent cities of Europe, and 

laces of interest throughout Asia Mirior, also Egypt and the 
nd of Palestine. While in France, in December, 1872, he 


and his party had a pleasant and interesting interview with ' 
M. Thiers, President of the French Republic, who expressed . 
his gratification in meeting a delegation from Utah, with the | 


history ef whose people he said he was familiar. Mr. Smith 
remarked that the people of Utah had been twenty-five years, 
laboring under every possible disadvantage, to colonize. that . 
portion of our American Desert, in order to make a destitute ' 
] i 
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¡ people great and prosperous; and that, in connection with 
` other objects relating to his tour he wished to gather informa- 
| tion and statistics of the progress of older nations, that through 
: their experience, the people whom he and his party repres 
| sented might derive benefit. To which M. Thiers replied, 
that while they remained in France, he would take great plea- 
sure in rendering any assistance they might require in the 
promotion of the object in view, and expressed a sincere desire 
that the peaceful relations then existing between the two gov- 
ernments, would never be interrupted. At the close of the 
interview Mr. Smith said—‘President Thiers, may God bless 
you.” The honesty, simplicify and earnestness with which 
this sentiment was expressed, excited the emotions of M. 
Thiers, and his ministers, who were crowding around, and he 
‘ requested a literal translation of the expression. 

For a period embracing over nineteen years, George A. 
, Smith labored diligently andably as a legislator for the people; 
and th» general prosperity of our citizens to-day, and the 
present development of the material resources of our interior 
country are directly traceable, and in a great part, due to the 
untiring effurts and ceaseless labors of that good and great 
man, to whose memory language fails to convey a befitting 
i tribute. He lives in the hearts of thousands who loved him; 
, and history will class him among the great and true, for he 
was honest in the broadest meaning of the word; upright and 
free from fraud. The purity of his motives were always 
above suspicion. His conduct was never influenced by preju- 
dice, party bias, or the hope of personal interest. 

He was deeply interested in all questions affecting the 
development of our Territory, of which he wastruly one of 
the founders. ` 

He was a warm friend to the poor, ever aiding with his 
wise counsels, to place in their possession, the best gifts of our 
Pon country; and he was pure, as angels understand 
, purity. 
| For twenty-nine years the record of his public life is the 

history of our Territory. He took part in all the leading 
events, and his name is indelibly associated with all the great 
, results which that period has produced. And when the close 

of his mortal career was announced, throughout the entire 
: Territory and the world where he was known, there was a 
. wail of sadness, which bespoke deep feelings of sorrow. The 
shock, though by many anticipated, was not the less severe, 
‘ nor did it lessen the bereavement and sense of great loss, for 

the public heart was moved, deeply moved, as evidenced by 
* the gathering of the people from almost every part of the 
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H 
country, and assembling by thousands in the Tabernacle to. 
perform funeral rites, in honor of the Great Councilor, fallen ' 
in sleep to rise again, He was borne from the scenes of his; 
posue life and committed to the silent grave, one of earth's 
oremost publie men and best beloved citizens. 
Such are the simple outlines of his officiallife; yet how 
full a control, how lofty e purpose, how rich a nature, how: 
wide an influence, how pure a conscience, how perfect an in-. 
tegrity, how enduring a name, how affectionate and bow! 
tender a heart, belonged to the man who has filled out such 
outlines to the full measure of a noble and brave character. 
As was said of George Washington:—'*He needs no monumen- 
tal heights with which to perpetuate his memory," for the, 
living, the dead and their posterity shall, by the recital and, 
praise of his deeds, cast around his memory a halo of light 
and glory, which shall never die. |

Schools as follows: 


To the Hon. Speaker, and Members of the 
House of Representatives: 


Gentlemen:—Your Committee to whom was referred the . 
Report of the Superintendent of Common Schools of the Ter- 
ritory of Utah, with instructions to have printed such portions 
as they deemed necessary, beg leave to report: 


That having carefully examined said report, we find that 
although very voluminous, yet it contains a large amount of 
important statistical and other information, throwing light 
upon the working of our present school system, and exhibit- 
ing an interesting and satisfactory detail of the present status 
of our schools throughout the Territory. 

We do not consider it expedient, under the present condi- 
tion of our finances, to have the detailed reports of each 
county printed, but recommend that with this exception the 
rest of the document be published in full. 

The exhibit is as follows:— 


Thirty-five thousand six hundred and ninety-six children, 
54 per cent, being enrolled in the School Schedules, and an 
average daily attendance of 38 per cent. When tbe Private, 
Select and Mission Schools are added the enrollment is raised 
to 64 per cent., and the average daily attendance to 45 per 
cent. Since in these totals there are some over 16 years of age 
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included, and but very few of our children between the ages 
of 4and six years attend school, it would not be unfair to 
leave this portion of the school population out in the caleula- 
tion, which gives us a total enrollment of 76 per cent. and an 
average daily attendance of 53 per cent, 

There have been expended during the past year the Ter- 
ritorial appropriation of $15,000, $20,267.28 Local Tax, 
$95,532.70 Tuition Fees, $3,450 to Superintendents, $49,068.87 
raised for Building Funds, and $50;345 in Salaries to Private, 
B Select and Mission School Teachers, making a total expendi- 
E ture for educational purposes of $234,163,85. This does not 
| include the expenditure of $25,000 for the lot and the building 
of the Academy of St. Mary’s of Utah (Catholic) and some 
other expenditures not reported. 

It is apparent from the above that his Excellency Gov- 
ernor George W. Emery, although evidently interested in the 
welfare of the rising generation, has certainly been misinform- 
ed in regard to this matter, as the showing of this report places 
us, when compared with the surrounding Territories and 
many of the States, in a very favorable light. In the per cent- 
age of Common School enrollment we stand ahead of five of 
the Territories and at least six of the States. And in the 
average per centage of daily attendance we are ahead of a 
majority of the Territories and of the States of Arkansas, 
Maryland, Missouri, Florida, New Jersey, Oregon and New 
York, and equal to Tennessee, and aboye the grand total of 
the average attendance in all of the United States. 

It is gratifying to learn that notwithstanding the many 
animadversions in relation to our school system in this Terri- 
tory, we stand equal to and far in advance of some of the States 
and Territories that boast of the superior facilities of the Free 
School system; and as before stated we are above the general 
average in the United States. 

We have had no Congressional assistance, and with the ex- 
ception of the munificent gift of President Brigham Young for 
the benefit of schools, amounting to $15,000, this Territory has 
received no bequest or assistance from any source to advance 
its educational interests, other than our own individual and 
combined exertions.

Your Centennial Committee have earnestly considered the 
Petition of Wm. Jennings, Joseph R. Walker, George F. 
Prescott, John T. Caine and H. C. Goodspeed, Territorial 
Board of Centennial Managers, appointed by his Excellency 
Governor Emory; in which petition they set forth the objects 
of their appointment, and preparations commenced, and in 
contemplation, for exhibiting at Philadelphia the contribu- 
tions of citizens of this Territory; and ask the appropriation of 
ten thousand dollars in aid of the enterprize. 

The first thing forced upon the attention ofthe committee,

riety of our Territory erecting a building for a collective ex- 

ibition of our commodities. 

On refcrence to the late reports of the Auditor of Public 
accounts and Territorial Treasurer, we find our Territorial 
finances more embarrassed than for many years past. 

Considering therefore the outlay necessary to a creditable 
exhibition for the Territory, and the depletion of our Treasury, 
coupled with the shortness of the time for the erection of a 
suitable building and collecting and forwarding the contribu- 
tions of our citizens, we deem it inadvisable to make the 
appropriation asked for, and respectfully ask that the com- 
mittee be released from the further consideration of said 
petition.

In his message to the Legislative Assembly the Governor 
BAyS— 


“As the Territory is now divided, four-fifths of all the 
legal business centres in the Third Judicial District, and im- 
poses upon one judge the labor intended for three; which he 
finds himself unable to dispose of with that dispatch which 
under other circumstances litigants would have the right to 
expect. This is a hardship upon the judge of the Third 
District, who is greatly overworked, and also upon parties 
who are awaiting the trial of their causes.” 
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While admitting this to be substantially correct, so far 
as the labors of ¡the judge of the Third District Court are con- 
cerned, we think that ample remedy for the hardship com- 

lained of will be found in a provision of an act of Congress 
entitled “An Act in relation to Courts and Judicial Officers in 
the Territory of Utah,” approved June 23d, 1874, better known 
as the “Poland bill”? section 3 of which provides that— 


* Whenever the condition of -the- business in the District 
Court of any District is such that the judge of the District is 
unable to do the same, he may request the judge of either of 
the other Districts to assist him, and, upon such request being 
made, the judge,so requested may hold the whole or part of any 
term, or any branch thereof, and his acts as such judge shall 
be of equal force as if he were duly assigned to hold the 
courts in such District.” 


Your Committee are of the opinion that this provides all 
the remedy needed, and deem any legislation looking to the 
redistricting of the Territory at the present time unnecessary 
and therefore report back the bill (C. F. No. 3.), providing for 
redistricting, and recommend that it do not pass.

And whereas, in accordance with the provisions of the 
above clause of the General Appropriation Act, said amount of 
twenty-three thousand four hundred dollars ($23,400), has 
been drawn from the United States Treasury, by the United 
States Marshal, Geo.

ourts in this Territory, and in consequence of this expendi- 
ture of said appropriation by the U. S. Marshal, the Secretary 
of the Territory has no funds wherewith to pay the compensa- , 
tion, mileage, and other expenses of the members and officers 
of the Legislative Assembly.

Hons. Wilford Woodruff, George Q. Cannon, and A. M. Mus- 
ser, Ex-officio Directors of Zion’s Co-operative Fish 
Farm:— 


Gentlemen. — I herewith submit the second report as 
Supt. of the Piscatorial Interests of Utah. 


In 1873, I received 40,000 salmon eggs, from McCloud 
River, California, through the politeness ot Prof. Beard, U. S. 
Commissioner of Fish and Fisheries. 

There was a very successfal hatch, the product of which 
was turned into the public streams with the exception of a 
dozen fish. Those retained spawned in the summer of 
1875. 

In October, 1874, 1 received the Utah apportionment of 
salmon eggs of 200,000, from the United States Fish Commis- 
sioner, from which we obtained an extraordinarily good hatch, 
being about 93 per cent. These were, with the exception of a 
few hundred, put into the tributaries of the Jordan river. 

In 1875, I received from the same source the Utah appor- 
tionment of 160,000 salmon eggs; by estimate, about 75 per 
cent, of these were hatched, which are now on hand, are about 
two months old, and ready for distribution in the public 
waters. I respectfully suggest that you recommend in your 
report to the Legislative Assembly, now in session, that they 
make some provision by law, for the distribution of the small 
fry on hand, also some arrangement for the hatching and dis- 
o of any apportionment that may hereafter be assigned 
to Utah, 

I have promptly complied with the request of the U. S. 
Commissioner to forward him a report of the success of the 
hatch on each shipment; also giving facis in relation to fish 
culture in Utah. 

I hereby acknowledge the receipt of drafts on the Territo- 
rial Treasurer, from the Auditor of Public Accounts, for two 
hundred dollars, ($200), it part payment for the package, 
express charges, &c.. on eggs and small fry received. 

In June, 1873, I received a complimentary package of 
small fry, shad, of 7,000 from the Hudson river, New York, 
through the politeness of Mr. Livingston Stone, deputy U. 8. 
Fish Commissioner. They arrived in good condition, and were 
prn in the Jordan river, near Jordan bridge, in Salt Lake 

ity. 'The following year one was eaught with a hook and 
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line, it was about three inches long, and is the only one I have 
seen or heard of. 

In June, 1874, I received a barrel of seed oysters, and a 
pair of lobsters, from the Atlantic coast, through the politeness 
of the California State Fish Commissioner. These were 
deposited in five different places in the waters of Great Salt 
Lake, at points where the fresh water comes in. Two deposits 
were made in fresh water; most if not all of which died. 
Those deposited in salt or brackish water lived for a few 
weeks, but subsequently all are supposed to have died from 
the effects of the deposits from the mountain streams, which 
buried them. I have no knowledge of any of them being 
preserved. 

In July, 1872, [imported to Utah 500 Silver Eels, iaken 
from the Connecticut river, near Holyoke, Mass. Two of 
them were seen the spring following, near where they were 
deposited; from that time I neither saw nor heard anything of ` 
them until the spring of 1875, at which time one of them was 
caught near the mouth of Provo river; it was about two feet 
three inches long, and weighed 2 pounds 10 ounces. It was 
returned to the stream. Soon after another was found on the: 
shores of Salt Lake, in Davis County, about the same size, 
and subsequently, a third was found in Jordan river, below 
Salt Lake City. 

Many of the salmon which were turned into the public 
streams, have been seen and caught in Salt Lake County. 
Putting fish into the public streams is like “casting bread 
upon the water to be found after many days.” 

I have frequently been in correspondence with Prof. 
Beard and Mr. Stone on the subject of fish enlture, and. from 
them have obtained. much valuable information. They 
express their belief that fish culture here will be a success, as 
well asin other parts of the Union. 

Ifthe Legislative Assembly wish to replenish the depopu- 
lated public streams, with valuable food fish, the United 
States Fish Commissioner has DIO himself interested iu the 
subject, and only awaits suitable arrangements on the part of 
the Legislature to meet the expense of package, express 
charges, &c., and order of distribution.

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Gentlemen:—Your Committee on Elections, to whom was 
referred the contest for the seat of representative from Tooele 
County, in which George Atkin is contestant and E. 8. Foote 
is respondent, beg leave to report as follows, 


After a careful and thorough investigation of this case, 
receiving the affidavits and sworn oral testimony of witnesses 
on either side, examining and comparing the poll lists and 
ballots, listening to the siatements and arguments of the con- 
testant and respondent and their -respective attorneys, and 
summing up the facts and figures presented, we find that at 
the general election held August 3rd, 1874, the votes cast for 
representative from Tooele County were as follows: 


Total number of votes polled 2,218. Of these 1,017 were 
east for George Atkin and 1,201 for E. S. Foote. But foreach 
of said parties there were votes received from persons not 
possessing the qualifications of voters prescribed by law.

Deducting the number of illegal votes from the total of 
votes cast for Atkin (1,017—237-—780) there is a remainder 
of 780. 

Dedacting the number of illegal votes from the total of 
votes cast for Foote (1,201—-945—256) there is a remainder of 
256, leaving a difference in favor of Atkin of (780—256==524) 
524. 


But included in this number there were 121 votes cast for 
George Atkin by persons whose naturalization papers were 
obtained in the Probate Courts. The validity of these papers 
is disputed by the respondent. Without deciding upon this 
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question of law, by deducting the said 121 votes, there is still 
a remainder in favor of George Atkin of (524—121—403) 403 
votes. 


The only matter then left in dispute between the contest- 
ant and the respondent is in relation to the votes cast by per- 
sons whose names do not appear on the tax list. 


By ““An Act prescribing certain qualifications necessary 
to enable a person to be eligible. to hold office, or vote, or 
serve as a juror,” approved Jan. 21, 1859, it is provided that: 


Seo. 6.— No person shall be deemed a resident within 
the meaning of this Act, unless he is a taxpayer in this Terri- 
tory. i 


And in Section 3 of the same Act it is provided that no 
rson shall not vote at any election unless, among other quali- 
fications he ** has been a constant resident in this Territory 
during the six months next preceding said election." (Statutes 


of Utah, p. 68.) 


Respondent objected to the legality of votes cast by 
women voters whose names do not appear on the tax list. But 
the Act.**conferring upon women the elective franchise,” ap- 
proved Feb. 12, 1870, makes no provision that women voters 
shall be taxpayers; and the Act above referred to, defining 
the qualifications of male voters makes no reference whatever 
to women voters. 


We have therefore accepted the votes cast for either party 
by women possessing the qualifications prescribed by law, 
and we reject all votes cast for either party in this case by 
male persons whose names do not appear on the tax list. 


We unanimously agree that at the general election, held 
August 3, 1874, George Atkin received 403 votes which cannot 
be legally disputed, in excess of the number cast for E. 8. 
Foote; and therefore recommend that the said George Atkin 
Ge admitted to his seat as the legal Representative from Tooele 

ounty.

The following communication was received from Mr. Wm. 
Clayton, Recorder of Marks and Brands: 
To the Honorable the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Utah. 
Gentlemen:—Since the publication of the book containing 


near 5,000 marks and brands, in the month of December, 1874, 
there has been over 450 additional marks and brands recorded 
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and frequent inquiries are made as to how soon this additional 
number will be printed for public use and general distri- 
pution, 


It is claimed and believed that the printing and distribut- 
ing throughout the Territory of the recorded brands, has had 
a tendency, in a large degree, to check the operations of stock 
thieves, and it has frequently been asserted, that professional 
thieves chiefly take stock which have no visible recorded mark 
or brand on them, hence there is much anxiety amongst those 
who have had brands recorded since the publication of the 
book, to have their brands printed and circulated, throughout 
the Territory, not only as a check on thieves, but also to 
enable poundkeepers the more readily to ascertain the owners 
of estray animals, 


Heretofore the printing of brands has been attended with 
considerable expense to the Territory, owing to there being but 
one Office in the city where such work could be done, and con- 
sequently no competition, still, it has. been money wisely 


spent, for, for every dollar thus expended, hundreds have no , ` 


doubt been saved to the people. I have now arrangements 
and an offer whereby the printing will cost only a little over 
half of what the cost has been heretofore. I have laying 
before me an offer to print 750 copies at the rate of six dollars 
and twenty-five cents for each page, or twenty-five dollars for 
750 copies of four pages each, and that number is sufficient to 
supply overs, officer, entitled to them by law, throughout the 
Territory. If you in your wisdom should conclude that the 
benefits to be derived bythe people from the printing and 
gratuitous distribution to all the officers entitled, of the brands 
recorded during the past fourteen months) a good equivalent 
for the cost of printing, then, I would respectfully ask an 
appropriation of one hundred dollars, to pay the cost of 
rinting those already recorded, and an additional one hun- 
ed dollars to pay for printing those which may be recorded 
during the next two years, to be used as often as there isa 
sufficient number recorded to make four pages. 


It is well known that there are many transient persons 
contemplating starting for the Black Hills gold tields early the 
coming spring, and it is reasonable to suppose that horses and 
mules will be in great demand, hence if it is decided by your 
honorable body to make an appropriation fur the purpose 
named, it should be done at an early day, so that the copy 
may be furnished the printers, and the sheets printed and 
distributed as soon as possible. It might be considered due 
to the people that this small outlay should be expended for 
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their protection against thieves, and especially in view of the 
contemplated exodus to the Black Hills the coming spring.

Hon. Speaker and Members of the House of 
Representives of the Territory of Utah: 


Gentlemen:—We herewith submit our report pertaining to 
E and its fiscal officers for the years 1874 and 
1876. 

For your information we herewith submit the Warden’s 
report to us asa part of our report, and respectfully recommend 
that your Honorables pass an act authorizing the Warden to 
contract with the U. S, Marshal, in charge of the Penitentiary 
in Salt Lake County, for the keeping and the execution of the 
sentence of all or any portion of the Territorial convicts, that 
now are, or may hereafter be, in custody, as contemplated in 
the act of Congress entitled “An Act in relation to certain 
Territorial Penitentiaries.? Approved Jan. 10, 1871. 
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We also recommend that in the event that contract is not 
made, as contemplated above, that an appropriation be made 
to enable the Warden to rent or build a temporary building at 
or near some coal mine, quarry or other place where the con- 
victs may be constantly kept at remunerative labor. 

We further recommend that the sum of five thousand 
dollars ($5,000) annually be a for the ensuing two 
years, or so much thereof as may be necessary to execute the 
sentence of convicts committed. ` `

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REPORT OF THE CHANCELLOR

To the Honorable, the Legislative Assembly’ 
- of the Territory of. Utah: 


Gentlemen :-—In accordance with a usual custom, I have 
the honor of submitting to you the biennial report of the 
University of Deseret, covering the period since the last Ses- 
sion of your Honorable Assembly. 

It is gratifying to me, that I am able to announce the last 
two years, a period of uninterrupted prosperity in the affairs of 
the University,.especially-in the department of instruction. 
Two events, however, have transpired within this period 
affecting the institution with regret and sorrow. 

In the death of Regent and Secretary, Robert L. Camp- 
bell, which oecurred April, 1874, and of Regent Joseph A. 
Young, which occured August, 1875, the University lost two 
worthy and efficient officers. Their zeal in the cause of edu- 
cation, and their counsel in the deliberations of the Board of 
Regents for the rosperity of the University, were always 
marked with prudence and wisdom. 

Your Honorable Body will share in sorrow at their loss. 

Tt is proverbial, that permanent and worthy institutions 
of learning are of slow growth, even-in old and well establish- 
ed communities. In view of this fact, we have reason, I 
believe; for encouragement in the present condition and pros-

pects of our institution. For though its charter dates back to 
the year 1850, and though the institution in its appointments 
and courses of study may not be fully up even to all its name 
implies, yet I can confidently state, it has fully kept pace 
with the educational demands of the people, and the material 
development of the Territory. 

At present there are provided four regular, prescribed, 
courses of study: a preliminary, a scientific, a classical 
preparatory, and a normal course. The latter course was 
added. at the beginning of the present Academic year, through 
the infinence and exertions ofthe Territorial Superintendent of 
Common Schools, with the different County Courts in the Ter- 
ritory. The funds, however, obtained through the County 
Courts, have not been nearly adequate to sustain the depart- 
ment. The object of this course is to give special training to 
students in the theory and practice of teaching. 

Though but few students have pursued any of the courses 
regularly and to completion, yet all the courses have received 
an encouraging amount of patronage. 

The accompanying tabular view will show concisely the . 
kind -and amount of patronage the University has received 
during the Academic years 1873-4, 1874-5 and so much of the 
present year 1875-6 as has expired up to the present date. 

Though we find in this exhibit an encouraging and con- 
tantly increasing attendance, and a reasonable advancement 
towards the higher grades of study, yet it may properly be 
asked, does the University provide conveniences that its 
courses of instruction are available to all the citizens of the 
Territory ? 

To this inquiry, I am prepared to give a favorable reply, 
so far as the appointments and arrangements of the depart- 
ment of instruction are concerned. The institution has had 
constantly an extensive patronage from different parts of the 
Territory. 

During the term of ten weeks, just closed, the number of 
students enrolled was 167: of these 67 reside outside of Salt 
Lake City and represent seventeen Counties of our Territory. 

This will denote how widely its patronage is distributed, 
and to what extent it can justly claim to be styled a bona fide 
State Institution. 

A knowledge of English literature, to the extent to which 
it is carried, is practical at this time in the University; survey- 
ing and general mensuration are illustrated by field work with 
instruments; chemistry is taught to the extent of practical 
analysis, qualitative and quantitative, of minerals, soils and 


H 
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fluids; botany, geology and zoology are all practically ex- 
hibited, and the theory of teaching is applied in actual class 
work by the student. 

This field of useful studies is certainly ample to choose 
from at the present stage of education in our Territory, and 
with no compulsion to pursue, what to him are useless or 
distasteful branches, the student may easily acquire a com- 
petent education, suitable to his wants, at but little cost. 


Though the inetitution has a classical preparatory course, 
designed to fit students for entering the freshman year of any 
thorough classical institution, Iam not able to speak encour- 
agingly of its patronage. 

It is proposed, therefore, soon either to abandon it, or to 

lace it if possible on a self-sustaining basis. A limited know- 
lago of the ancient languages, 1 am convinced, is practically 
useful, to the extent of giving the student a knowledge of the 
nature and force of the numerous elements in the English 
language derived from them. I cannot justify, however, their 
study beyond this, believing that all necessary mental dis. 
alpine may be acquired through the channels of practical 
study. 

The nature and form of the instruction given at the Uni- 
versity is such, and the character of its patronage of that kind, 
that access to a library for reference and information by the 
professors and students, has seemed to be an imperative 
necessity. In consideration of this fact, an effort was made by 
the officers of the institution to establish and open for the use 
of the students of the University, and the public, a free library 
and reading room, using for the purpose one of the rooms of 
the University building. 

The scheme was effected and inaugurated on the 19th of 
October, 1874, when a collection of nearly 2,300 volumes of 
standard and miscellaneous books, with many of the most 
popular journals, periodicals and magazines, home and 
o was made accessible daily to our students and to the 
public. 

The patronage at once seemed encouraging, under the cir- 
cumstances, for up to the end of the same Academic year, in 
June following, 1637 volumes had been taken from the shelves 
and registered to visitors, not to say anything of those who vis- 
ited the library only for the purpose of reading the newspa- 
pers, and periodicals, of whom no record was kept. 


From the beginning of the present Academic year, in 
August, 1875, to the present time, January, 1876, 2854 volumes 
have been given out, which, as before stated, does not include 
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the patronage of newspapers, periodicals, etc., making an 
aggregate of 4,491 during the twelve months the University 
has been in session since the first opening of the library in 
October, 1874. Iam convinced that the University, by taking 
this step, has preved a greater public benefaction than ever be- 
fore, and deserves the support of your liberal provisions. As the 
University is under the patronage of the Territory, its officers 
desire that everything possible shall be done for the benefit of 
its students who represent almost every district in the Terri- 
tory. To this end their exertions have been directed. It is 
believed that-whatever is in your power to do, will be done ta 
aid them. 

In thus setting before you the Li pon and present condi- 
tion of the University, I am convinced that you must believe 
with me that it is an essential institution to our community, 
and. that its officers, your servants, have spared ne pains in 
carrying out your designs and economizing, to the utmost 
extent, the provisions you have made for its support. 

No institition for higher education has ever been support- 


ed by the money patronage of its students. It is a legitimate, , 


uestion, therefore, to propound: Do such institutions pay + 
tn considering this inquiry, it is proper to suggest that the 
importance and profit of an enterprise is not always to be 
measured by its immediate results of dollars and cents. 

Reflection will bring to your minds many appropriations 

that have been made by your Honorable Body in view only 
of remote or general results, and that show no immediate 
return. 
Intellectual communities are always the most prosperous. 
The proper study of science is but making ourselves acquaint- 
ed with the laws of God; and what, to-day, is a knowledge of 
these laws doing for the melioration of mankind and, the 
accumulation of wealth ? Aside from these considerations, what 
would be the direct result, economical and social, of sending 
even one half of the present patronage of the University to the 
States, or elsewhere, away from home for an education ? 

The estimate in dollars and cents, to say nothing of the 
other losses, will convince the most illiberal critic that it is far 
better policy to educate at home. Let us then have liberal 
legislation, and provide amply for the intellectual and moral 
development and training of the youth of our Territory; yet I 
do not suggest in this, that the Territory educate the people, 
but simply that it open such channels that they may educate 
themselves. 

The report of the secretary will show the receipts and ex- 


penditures, for the last two years, from January 1874 to Jan- 
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uary 1876, in which it will be observed, the present existing 
indebtedness amounts to only seven hundred and thirty-two 
(732) dollars, which could easily be met if all outstanding dues 
were collected. 

There is an increased expense attending the opening of the 
library, which, with the increased force of the faculty, impels 
the necessity of asking, for the ensuing two years, 1876 and 
1877, a further appropriation of six thousand (6,000) dollars, 
to p cra, three thousand (3,000) dollars for each year, as 
needed. 

In regard to University lands, matters remain unchanged 
from tbe lastreport, and again I repeat the suggestion therein:

There has been no United 
States convicts committed to me,

course of law, 2 deceased, 1 escaped not yet recaptured, 2 re- 
maining in custody, and are now 24 hired out, and are but 
little expense to the Territory.

Mr. President, and Gentlemen of the Council: 


It is our painful duty to notice, and we do so with feelings 
of deep sorrow, the death of the late Hon. Joseph A. Young, 
member elect of the Territorial Legislative Council, who was, 
on the 5th day of August, 1875, at the residence of Judge 
Pea^ock, in the full strength of his manhood, called to pass 
beyond the.associations of this life. By birth he was an 
American citizen, but during his boyhood he enjoyed none of 
the privileges and rights guaranteed by the Constitution of our 
common country, for in those days intolerant religious perse- 
cution and hatred pressed heavily and with a cruel hand alike 
upon the old and young; the history of which, in the nine- 
teenth century, is at least without parallel. Driven by unre 
lenting mobs, year after year and thus deprived of all advan- 
tages of early education, we yet find him, as early as 1856, 
just merging into manhood, an honorable member of the sixth 
annual Territorial House of Representatives, serving in the 


ren E mte 
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interests of Salt Lake County, in which capacity also he con- 
tinned during the 11th and 12th sessions, and during the same 
year we find him manfully facing the bitter storms and biting 
frosts of one of the most severe winters ever known in these 
mountain regions, pushing liis way through cauyons filled 
with drifting snows, and over almost impassable barriers, with 
a hardy company whose wagons were laden with provisions 
and clothing for the needy, then en route for Utah with the 
hand-cart company of 1856. 


A less resolute spirit would have failed in this daring 
undertaking, but he, with a heart filled with sympathy and 
apprehension for others, pushed on, day after day, through 
blinding storms and howling winds until reaching the Sweet- 
water, succor was afforded the needy; devotion to whom saved 
the lives of many who otherwise would have perished through 
exposure and want. That mission of mercy, so nobly accom- 
plished, will stand a bright page, wrought by him and his 
companions, in the history of our Territory and people. 


Subsequently, when the army of General Johnson was at 
Camp Floyd, he prepared, on the subject of the removal of 
the troops from Utah, one of the most able and powerfully 
written memorials ever sent from this Territory to the Congress 
of tle United States, The clear reasoning of the memorial 
stamped true merit upon every sentence, and as a whole it 
cian the unanimous approval of both houses of the Legis- 

ure. 


In 1864 he became one of the Councilors for Salt Lake, 
Toogle and Summit Counties, and served as such during all the 
sessions from the 14th to the 19th inclusive; and in the 20th as 
a member from Sanpete and Sevier counties. 


Asa legislator he displayed marked ability, showing a 
mind capable of great perceptive powers; bright, forcible, and 
decisive. He was preeminently a Utah man, for be ¡could 
claim no allegiance to that State, the citizens of which had 
deprived him in his youth, of all Constitutional, human or 
divine rights. 

The name of Joseph A. Young is brightly and imperish- 
ably interwoven in the history of this Territory, and his- 
memory lives in the hearts of her people.

Sir:—The Bill for an act relating to the Estates of De- 
cedents is herewith returned, 


This bill contains some features that render it impossible 
for me to give my approval to it. 


The 3d section confers upon married women the power to 
dispose of their estates by will, and to alter and revoke the 
same in like manner, as other persons, not under disabilities, 
and then follows the proviso: ‘That no such will, alteration or 
revocation, shall be of any validity without the consent of the 
husband in writing, etc." 


The necessity of relieving married women from the im- 
proper influence and control ot their husbands, has led to the 
extension of their privileges in this particular, in most of the 
States, and the general approval of such legislation in this 
direction, attests its salutary character. 


The act of Feb. 16, 1872, is not only a just recognition of 
the property rights of married women, in accordance with the 
more modern and enlightened view, but is, in my opinion, 
eminently wise and just. 


* That act provides that all property owned by either spouse 
before marriage and that acquired afterwards, by gift bequest, 
devise or descent, with the rents issues and profits thereof, is 
the separate property of that spouse by whom the same is so 
owned or acquired, and separate property owned or acquired 
as specified above, may be held, managed, controlled, transfer- 
ed, and in any manner disposed of by the spouse so owning 
or acquiring, without any limitation or restriction by reason of 
marriage. 


Why this beneficient act, so fully in accordance with the 
spirit of modern progress, should be modified I cannot per- 
ceive. And if married women are to be protected at all from 
the most powerful influences touching their right to property, 
such protection should be given against the husband rather 
than in his behalf. Their relations are such as to give hima 
grat moral influence over her, nowto add to that the absolute 

| legal right to control the disposition of her property by will, 
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is to give him an authority not permitted to"him even by the 
old, and now almost obsolete rule of the common law. 


I could, under no circumstances give my sanction to such 
an anomaly. 


The statute I refer to has my fullest concurrence, and I 
flatter myself that, upon reflection, Tour Honorable Body, 
most of the members of which aided in its enactment, will 
agree with me, and with their own former action. 


The thirtieth section, which not only abolishes all distinc- 
tions for the purpose of succession between legitimate and ille- 
gitimate children, but declares all children legitimate who are 
born in lawful wedlock, or on the issues of marriages null in 
law.. 

I consider such a law upon our statute, would be nothing 
less than a premium upon criminal relations between the 
sexes. 


We might be willing, for the sake of the unfortunate chil- 
dren, the issue of such illegal cohabitations heretofore to relieve 
them from embarrassments for which they are not responsible, * 
but a general standing provision of law which shall apply not 
only to the past and present, but be a rule for the future, in- 
viting by its dee relief the continuance of such illegal 
connections, L cannot bring myself to approve, Imay pity 
the unfortunates, but cannot consent to add to their numbers 
by legislation which invites them into the communiiy. 


As Tinvited the attention of the Legislative Assembly to 
the succeeding section, in my opening message at this session, 
and asked its repeal, I will not restate the-objections to it 
here. I have seen no reason to change my opinions then ex- 
pressed, and regret that you have not been able to concur with 
me.

Sir: —The bill M. F. No. 17, “To regulate the manner of 
appeals from the Distr.ct Courts to the Supreme Court in crim- 
inal actions and for other purposes,” is objectionable in the 
following particulars, viz. 


First.—It provides for bail in all cases of murder as a 
maiter of right, when from any cause, on sufficient grounds, 
the prosecution may obtain a continuance at the first term, 
which may be that at which a defendent may be indicted, such 
a as is without precedent. It wil allow a defendant of 
influence to procure the absence of material testimony against 
him, and then take advantage of his wrong by obtaining bail, 
as a matter of right, and deprive the courts of all discretion. 
Such a rule is against sound public policy and the best inter- 
ests]of society. 

Second:—It provides for bail after indictment and before 
a bencb warrant is issued. It is not the policy of the law and 
is not safe or sound in practice, that the fact of an indictment 
should be known or that any proceeding should be had, before 
the issuance of a bench warrant, In bailable cases the amount 
of bail is fixed by the warrant, yet without this any magistrate 
may be collusive, interveneand admit to bail at his own descre- 
tion, thus ignoring and defeating the authority, of the courts. 


_  Third.—The provision requiring as a qualification of bail 
in all cases, that the sureties must be residents of the county 
where the bail is offered, may be the means of unjust oppres- 
sion, and there is no good reason why a resident within the 
Territory or Judicial District, with the other necessary qualifi- 
cations, would not answer all the ends of justice. 


Fourth.—The subjects of the Bill more properly consti. 
tute parts of a general act to regulate proceedings in criminal 
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cases in the courts of justice in this Territory, which, for 
system, uniformity and completeness is very much needed. 
The Legislative Assembly having been unable to meet the 
suggestion of the Executive, in this respect, at the present 
session, it may be preferable to await more mature delibera- 
tion on this subject. f

I herewith return the bill for an act entitled an act to pro- 
vide revenue for the Territory of Utah, ánd the several coun- 
ties thereof. The bill submitted is liable to the following 
objections: 

It provides that the tax assessed upon any property shall 


. bealien, a judgment, and an execution without process from 


any court, and that a sale and conveyance of real or personal 
property shall convey the title, 

Such summary proceedings without any provisions being 
made for cases of abuse or oppression, are Hable to the gravest 
objections. 

One of the elementary principles of the constitution, and 
of all just government, is that no citizen shall be deprived of 
his property without due process of law. While summary 
proceedings for the collection of taxes similar to this have been 
upheld, that they are of questionable expediency has been 
always admitted. Before the citizen’s property is taken from 
him, he ought to have an opportunity of a hearing before a 
judicial tribunal, and if accorded such a hearing, and judg- 
ment is rendered and execution levied upon his goods, he can- 
not complain. But to make the act of any ministerial officer 
have the effect of a judgment, and authorize a sale without 
process or execution or appeal, is practical confiscation. 

Second.—There is a very large list of property, which by 
this bill is exempted from all taxes, though of great value and 
enjoying the protection of the laws. While it might be ex 
pedient to exempt such list from the burdens of taxation if it 
were in the power of the legislative authority so to do, it is 
certainly open to grave doubt whether it can be done. 


és 
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Taxes must be uniform. and even the Constitution of the 
United States prohibits Congress fromm departing from this 
elementary dnd just rule. The Constitution is made part of 
our fundamental law by the Organic Act, (Sec: 17 Organic Aetb 
of Utah), and an. open departure from the rule of the Constitu- 
tion would be of questionable validity, besides being in viola- 
tion of sound principles. 


The fourth section provides for the taxation of land claims 
possessary claims to miners, de. is is in direct violation of 
the sixth section of the Organic Act, and would be an interfer- 
ence with the “primary disposal”? of the public lands. I see 
no way in which the purpose of the section can be attained 
without being obnoxious to the fundamental law. 


The fourteenth section in providing that property found in 
the possession of the delinquent tax payer, may be taken and 
sold for taxes which may not have been paid, is one too liable 
to abuse to be permitted. It would legalize the sale of one 
citizen’s property for another’s debt, although the true owner 
is without fault. Such a provision is radically wrong, and if 
understood, needs tid other comment upon it. 


The.eighth section instead of requiring all persons liable 
to taxation to be sworn to the correctness of the lists furnished 
by them to the officer, permits him in his discretion to require 
such oath of any one, and omit others. No good reason can 
be given for permitting such discrimination. The same section 
by leaving the compensation of the assessor and collector dis- 
cretionary with the county courtis objectionable. Every man 
called upon to perform onerous and responsible public duties, 
should have some fixed and reasonable compensation await- 
ing him, and to leave such dependent upon any contingency is 
unwise and liable to abuse. 


The thirteenth section provides that the County Courts 
may remit taxes. This is an authority which is very objec- 
tionable. It permits taxation of one citizen’s property, and the 
exemption of another in the discretion of their neighbors. 
Such a provision ought not to be in existence in any country. 
Equal taxation is one of the elementary principles of all gov- 
ernment by the people, and while uniformly just, public 
officers might never abuse such a power as that given to remit 
by this section, it could only be by ignoring the authority 
confused. 

While in a few particulars this bill would be an improve- 


ment on the existing revenue law, it contains many of the most 
notable defects of that law, and some objectionable features 
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not contained in it, and while I should gladly sanction a 
revision of the law, I thing there is no such improvements in 
this bill as would require me to give vitality to it. Revenue 
Jaws come more directly home to all the citizens than almost 
any other portion of our laws, and they deserve the closest 
attention and vigilance on the part of the law makers, because 
crude, imperfect statutes on this subject produce more harm 
and distress than any other. Realizing this and that our pres- 
ent law is now pretty well understood, I think it better to not 
disturb existing legislation than to do it by a law that presents 
no greater improvement than the one proposed by this bill.

To the Honorable the Speaker and 
House of ‘Representatives of Utah Territory: 


GENTLEMEN:—J have considered that it might be useful 
and beneficial to the committees who may have charge of 
statistics, finances, and the consideration of appropriations, 
during the present session of the Legislature, to farnish them 
with a general and detailed statement, showing the total value 
of property assessed throughout the Territory; amount of Ter- 
ritorial tax thereon; amount abated and remitted; cost of col- . 
lection; the amount delinquent, and the gross amount paid 
into the Territorial Treasury each year, from 1865 to 1876 in- 
clusive. This statement will doubtless aid the Committee on 


$ > 
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Appropriations in arriving at the probable amount of Territo- 
tial revenue which may reasonably be relied upon to pay 
current expenses for the next two years, and such appropria- 
tions as you, in your wisdom, may deem it proper to make, 
_ for the welfare of the inhabitants of the Territory. 


The report will also show in some degree, the increase of 
taxable property in some counties, and the variable assess- 
ments in others. 


The following condensed exhibit shows the gross amount 
of revenue paid into the Territorial Treasury, each year, during 
the eleven years above mentioned, as follows:—

Making an aggregate of about thirty thousand dollars due 
as delinquent taxes, which may be relied upon as revenue, 
and the full amount will no doubt be collected sooner or later. 
A very large portion of the indebtedness of Salt Lake and 
Juab Counties, it is reported to me, grows out of the assess- 
ment of mining and smelting companies, whose business, it is 
claimed, has been so poor during the years 1874 and 1875, 
that those companies have not been able to pay, but, it is 
asserted, that they promise to pay as soon as their business 


———À e 
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will enable them to do so, Should the mining business of the 
Territory recuperate and become lively, it is believed all these 
delinquencies will be collected during 1876, 


By referring to the Auditor’s general financial report of 
the 1st inst., it will be seen that the amount of Auditor’s War- 
rants in circulation, together with amount.unpaid on previous 
appropriations, amounts to near fifty: thousand dollars, so that 
if all delinquent taxes were collected and paid into the Trea- 
sury, it would leave a Territorial indebtedness of some twenty 
thousand dollars, standing against the taxes to be assessed 
and collected in 1876-7. 


I would respectfully call the attention of your honorable 
body to a communication I submitted on the 14th of February, 
1874, recommending the remittance of certain taxes therein 
mentioned, and giving reasons and explanations for so doing- 
In the Journal of the 21st session, page 212, I find that the : 
chairman of the Committee on Revenue reported onthe subject, 
and recommended the passage of (H. F. No. 55), “An Act 
Remitting Certain Taxes,” which was at the same time put 
upon its passage, and passed. On page 235 of said Journal, 
the act was favorably reported upon, and, as appears in page 
237, was passed by the Council with slight amendment; after 
this it appears the bill shared the same fate as many others, 
i.e., did not receive the approval of the Governor, who proba- 
bky concluded. to disregard it, as he did in other instances. 


Under these circumstances the accounts referred to could 
not be closed legally, and. as will be seen by the following 
report, they yet stand on the books as against the several 
collectors. 


In connection with this subject, 1 respectfully beg leave 
to submit a communication from Sanford Bingham, ex-collec- 
tor for Weber County, asking for a remitiance of $273.33 yet 
standing against him for the year 1873. It appears from the 
circumstances mentioned in his letter, and from other circum- 
stances reported to me from other sources, that he is justly 
entitled to relief for said amount, and I respectfully recom- 
mend his case to your favorable consideration.

The average deduction from the total tax reported on be- 
half of the Territory, for a period of eight! years, 1865 to 1872 
inclusive, growing out of the remittances of County Courts, 
compensation allowed assessors and collectors, and final re- 
mittances by your Honorable Body, as shown in the following 
exhibit, is as follows, viz:

The large delinquencies in Salt Lake, Box Elder, Weber 
and Tooele Counties, for the year 1873, raises the deduction to 
over twenty per cent, for that year; and owing to the amount 
of uncollected tax for the years 1874-5, no safe estimate can 
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yet be made. The average deduction for the nine years above 
detailed is 15 1-3 per cent., so that in estimating for revenue it 
would not be safe to allow for less than 15 per cent. deduction 
on the total tax assessed. 


The increase in the value of taxable property in 1875 over 
that of 1865, in each of the counties of the Territory, as gath- 
ered from the following exhibit, is as below; Rich County 


being excepted on account of a large portion of her territory 


being attached to Idaho, and Piate being but recently settled. 
The other counties show the following ratio of increase.

In addition to natural growth, the large ratio of increase 
in Box Elder and Summit Counties, may, with propriety, be 
attributed to the length of Central Pacific and Union Pacific 
Railroads running through those counties, very materially in- 
creasing their annual revenues. The large increase in some 
of the other counties may be attributed to the growth and in- 
crease of mining operations, It cannot fail to be observed, 
however, that the annual assessments in some of the counties 
vary very materially without apparent cause, Probably the 
Statistical Report of Hon. A. P. Rockwood, will aid in account- 
ing for some apparent variations.
